The Section 110 Grant , or Basic Support Grant, is administered in the Office of Vocational Rehabilitation and the
Office of Vocational Rehabilitation for the Blind and is granted from the Rehabilitation Services Administration under
the US Department of Education. This grant is designed to provide services to Mississipians with Disabilities.  This
group is growing in number and the costs of services needed to rehabilitate them are increasing each year.  The Federal
Government accounts for these increasing numbers and costs by making more Section 110 funds available each year.
We are requesting an increase in FY 2011 Office of Vocational Rehabilitation General Fund Appropriations of
$284,141 and Special Fund Authority of $1,049,855 to cover the increase in this federal grant.  Of this amount,
Decision Unit E. makes up $217,922 of the requested General Fund increase and $805,185 of the requested Special
Fund Authority increase.
